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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of Na and 
Foladare fails to disclose a device performing data streaming communication with a server generates a transmission suspension message 
for the server on the basis of a first mode change received via the device's user interface, as claimed in each of the independent claims 
(pages 12-13). The examiner respectfully disagrees. The combination teaches the device commucniating with server for data streaming 
(co. 2, lines 16-32, 60-65; col. 5 , lines 34-48, Na). Applicant further argues that modifying the device of Na to instead disconnect the 
multimedia broadcast as taught by Foladare (Col. 3, lines 42-45) would directly undermine the objective of allowing Na's user to view the 
broadcast while taking/making a voice call (page 13). Since the asserted modification undermines the objective of Na, such a modification 
cannot support the § 1 03(a) rejection. In response, the examiner rsponds that the combination of Na and Foladare teach the claimed 
limitations, Foladare recites the user with an option of putting the Internet call on hold, thus, it suspends transmission of data form the 
server, and taking the phone call entering while the user was receiving Internet data (Figure 3, #'s 209, 21 1,215; col. 3. , lines 13-51. 
Therefore, giving its broadest and reasonable interpretation, the passages on the cited references meet the applicant's claim language. 
Thus, this action is maintained final.. 
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
